Certainly the list is "operated" by an individual (and we are 
ALL glad that someone with the resources to do so has taken on that 
responsibility). But, its like the way kleenex is no longer Kleenex, if you 
get the drift. 


I'm beginning to get a really bad taste in my mouth over the notion of this 
being a "correct" list -- just the right words, just the right subject, just 
the right attitude, just the right kind of posts. Or like the usenet 
wasteland, the "incorrect" get jumped on. And there is certainly no excuse 
for dragging in anyone's external amateur radio related feuds, gripes, 
complaints, or vendettas against anyone else from out there in radio land 
into what is purported to be (and generally is) a civilized place for 
exchange of common information, lore, history, and all around good times. 


I'm certainly not personally offended by someone's sort-of-commercial or 
even blatantly-absolutely-commercial posts. If I purchase a beat up S-26 at 
a hamfest and post it here for 3 times what I paid for it -- seems that 
would also constitute a commercial post. (I'm one of those fortunates who 
has never managed to sell a piece of equipment for more than I paid for it, 
however :-) ). Except for the bandwidth used by these posts (the HOST 
SYSTEMS and NETWORK bandwidth -- NOT my mail reader's), I don't see much 
harm. I agree, though, that excessive repetition -- and I can't define what 
that is exactly -- is unnecessary. 


Its been said forty times before, but there is a "delete" key on each of our 
mail readers, and most of us can set up rules which will take selected 
postings and aim them directly at the trash can using whatever selection 


criteria we choose. The ultimate implementation of a brick wall filter. 
You may have chosen to delete this post already or you may do so now -- a 
small personal demonstration of the power of "delete". 


The people here are a diverse group. Topics which are marginal to the 
thrust of this list will, by the very nature of our interactions, arise from 
time to time. If you and I find we have a common interest in gardening -- 
well, we need to take that off the list to E-Mail, or move it over to 
alt.binaries.sexy.flowers or someplace. But most of the fringe topic 
threads have been quite interesting, and they die off eventually anyway for 
lack of 'general' interest among list participants. Personally, I was 
getting a bit tired of the "how I nearly died with my finger in the rig" 
posts. Yep, we've all been there, done that. We could yell, and cajole, 
and pontificate about posts being "out of the mainstream of the list" (we 
HAVE been doing that) and "wasting our bandwidth". But where is the harm? 
Beyond getting a burr under someone's personal belt, where, oh, where is the 
harm of any interesting, even vaguely BA oriented, post? 


Do I need to submit a post for review somewhere before it goes to the 
general list -- to make sure it contains no incorrect content? Can I only 
offer 10 toobs at a time for sale and not 10,000 because the latter 
constitutes a commercial post? Or is it 5000? Or 100? Or certify that I 
have no Federal Tax ID before I post? Or not mention my AN/URR-64(v) because 
it uses early versions of those solid state widgets? 


I don't know. This is an already an admittedly TOTALLY non-BA related and 
boring topic. One we shouldn't have to deal with -- not because we 
personally are satisfied with each and every post we see pop up, but because 
we cut each other a LITTLE slack 'cuz we might be the next guy that needs 
it.

I can share with you my experience with the SB-110A - I love it! It isa 
fine radio and you bought it at a wonderful price. You might want to add 
a SB-610 monitor someday. 


You really don't need a preamp - the nuvistors have quite low enough 
noise figure at these frequencies for all but the most demanding 
conditions. At most locations I don't think any decrease in noise figure 
would be noticeable. 


I find the rig to be stable and easy to tune up. It has been quite 
reliable for me. I would shop around for a couple of spare 6AZ8 tubes, 
though. Not that they are prone to failure, but they are becoming more 
difficult to find. Power output is more than adequate (though I must 
admit I am in the process of 'converting' a SB-200 to six meters 
(modifying the 10 meter position to 6).

I entered one in the display contest at the Elgin ARCI RadioFest, 

so some may have seen it there. 


It's a large black brick superhet with 6 loktal tubes, 
covering 2.5 to 16.3 MHz in two bands. Needs 6V AC/DC plus 
150-300VDC 25 mA on the plates. 


These sets are ridiculously sensitive, getting all the world broadcasters 
at night with a 12" clip lead "antenna", but not overloading when hooked 
to the big outside Sloper. I'm impressed. Very nice constructioin of th=

3-gang tuner and front-end coils (with tuning slugs). 


Schematic is inside the case, so no manual needed or requested. 

It's the usual 5-tube superhet with RF stage plus BFO, 

except using a plate detector and there's no AVC. Volume control is 
striaght out of late 1920's antiques -- a single pot with grounded 

center wiper shorts out the antenna input and raises the cathode biases 

as you turn down the volume (really sensitivity). GOod volume on headpho= 
nes, 

no speaker connections, naturally.

I answered Don privately in more detail. =20 


When I get an item, I evaluate its condition, using my trusty HP-412A 
meter. I generally bring-em-up running with 110 volts, no Variac 
games, but will decided just how I am going to bring the box up. If 
I've got doubts about the electrolytics, I'll disconnect any B+ 
bleeders and check ohms. For reforming, I'll hang some ohms in the B+ 
line from the rectifier, and see how much voltage drop I get. I pull 
all the tubes out except the rectifier for this. While forming caps, I 
check for voltage drops across screen bypass resistors, etc., and for 
voltage on the grid side of coupling caps. I also install a fuse if 
the box doesn't have one. =20 


On Tek scopes with the time delay relay, I pull out the time delay, 
take the cover off the rectifier diodes, and hang some meters across 
all of the supplies, and one on the +100 test point. Turn it on, and I 
should see about 75 volts on the +100, and volts on all the other 
supplies besides the -150. If that looks good, I hang a meter on the 
+500 and another on the -150, plug the time delay back in, and wait for 
the relay to close. The -150 should be mighty close, and the +500 
should be within about 20 volts. The -150 supply is the critical one, 
because all the other supplies are referenced to it. Remember that the 
plus supplies are all staircased. 100+125+125+150 gets you to 500. If 
that is low by around 75-100 volts, one of the supplies is dead. Each 
supply puts out around 50 extra volts with is dropped through the pass 
regulators, so a completely dead supply will open up the rest of the 
regulators above it. =20

if I remember correctly the big maker of that stuff was Paper Manufacturers 
Co., using the trade name Perfection, and they were located in Philly or 
someplace like that. Of course they probably only sell you a boxcar full 
of the stuff; but if somebody lives in the area and can find them in the 
phone book and talk to a sales type and see if they are still making it and 
where you can buy it. While you're at it, ask about printer and perforator 
tape. 


I sorta remember even back when the stuff was plentiful some economy-minded 
ham was buying ends of newsprint rolls and somehow cutting them to 8-1/2 
inch logs (sawing, maybe?) and using them for cheap TTY paper. 


There were also the boxes of paper that the press associations supplied to 
their subscribers; and these were probably Perfection brand as well. These 
were the same rough-quality paper like the rolls and the newsprint, but 
instead of rolls the paper was folded back and forth in a box.

Lots of them do, but that's not the reason. Consider that the telephone 
equipment runs off the central office battery supply, which is 48 volts, 
or 24 volts in some older offices. So tubes like the 407-A and 408-A have 
40 and 20 volt heaters respectively so they can run off the batteries 
without a lot of series-stringing. The 407-A and 408-A are equivalents 

of the 2C51/396A and 6AK5/398A respectively; and those are not exactly 
popular tubes for TV sets, except maybe the very old ones. 


Until the solid-state era DC/AC inverters were not very good; so the 
preference was to design DC-powered telephone equipment and charge the 
batteries from commercial power, rather than to design AC powered 


equipment and generate AC from the batteries when commercial power failed.
